This LiTasshoppcr is t'ouiul in abuiulanct: akni^ the eastern 
slope of the Palisades^ from Au^ii.st until frost. It inhabits the 
borders of tirv up hill woods and road sides, resting- on low shrubs 
and bashes. It is greenish brown, witli an indistinct reddish longi- 
tudinal stripe on the top of the head and the pronotum, margined 
with a vei'v narrow white line on each side: the wing covers are 
greenish with prominent cross veins and tlie front margin is 
blackish; the legs are greenish covered with many red dots. 
Length about 14 mm. I'he insect was first described from Iowa.
